Sims Bill Against Private ProSt MT«

Washington, Aug. 6—Enactment ot 


the Sims Bill embodying 
organized 


labor plans for re-organization of 
railroads will re-establish the theory 
that the railroads should be operated 
for the public service rather than for 
private profit, the House Inter-State 
Commerce Commission was told to- 
day by Frank Morrison, secretary of 
the American Federation of Labor. 


Mr. Morrison said he was present to 


testify that the Federation stood be- 
hind labor plans for solution of the 
railroad problem and he presented re- 
solutions endorsing that plan which 
were adopted by the Federation at 
Atlantic City recently. 


"The steel trust," Mr. Morrison 


said, "refused to permit its employes to 
organize and does not permit them to 
hold public meetings in Pennsylvania. 
It is such acts of repreaentatives of a 
great corporation that has created un- 
rest in this country which is now at 
the danger point. 


Reprreserxtaitive Deraisoh, of illlinois, 


wanted to know how the plumb plan 
bill for control of railroads would af- 
fect unrest among steel workers. 


"It would bring hope to them that 


at some future time it would prove 
helpful to them," said Mr. Morrison. 
"It would be the hope of shorter 
hours. Wath the prtesent rate of de- 
velopment of the industry and with 
its increasing membership I believe 
we will organize the steel trust and 
establish an eight hour day."

merchant was arrested and fined. 


In a northwestern county what was 


called "grape cider" was found to not 
only contain 
6 per cent of alcohol, 


but to be also colored with coal tar 
dye.

tain anywhere from 6 to 10 per cent 
of "kick."
